to a page. Each plant is named in Latin and French in 
black or red ink, with a short account of its "virtues", 
i.@. medicinal properties. The handwriting is clear and 
legible. 

These manuscripts were made for constant use and, 
therefore, very few of them have come down to us, as they 
either fell to pieces or were discarded by later gener- 
ations. This manuscript, however, is in very good condit= 
ion and is the largest and finest example of its kind 
that we have seen for many years. Apart from the intrinsic 
interest of the plants depicted, it throws much light on 


pharmaceutical knowledge at a date when the old learning 
was giving way to the new.
